offer.

hag been paid for coke in a number of \ 
Instances, and there are no'reports! 
of any regular coke going at less! 
than $9.00 this week. There are ru- j 
mors that $9.50 has been paid and this 
Is at least a firm asking price, with 
prospects' that the price will be paid, 
so that the market is quotable' at J9.QO I 
to $9.50, or just ?3.00 higher than a ] 
week ago. 


Th.e quotation of $2.00 to jy.50 -may 


'be accepted as applying equally to 
furnace coke or to foundry coke for 
contract settlement purposes. As 'a 
inatter of fact, as explained a week 
ago, operators in general have been 
Indisposed to call their coke definitely 
"foundry coke" as qualities cannot In 
these times be' guaranteed up to tbe 
•usual standards. Coke is bought lor 
foundry use .without its being desig- 
nated strictly 
as "foundry" "-grade. 


There is usually n^ question 
about 


its"being 72-bour coke, for most of 
the coke made Is in the ovens'that 
length of U:ne, even if sold for uses 
that ordinarily take 48-hour coke. 


The further stiffening In the coke 


market is attributable to two influ- 
ences, a great inquiry on the part of 
foundries, and some additional labor 
troubles at some of the producing 
plants. 
The stiffness in the market 


is not attributable to demand on the 
part of blast furnace interests as they 
are not in the market to any extent. 
The merchant 'furnaces could not be- 
gin to afford to pay prices asked, and 
for the stee-I works it would not

worth while.

SERIOUS CONGESTION 
OF TRAFFIC AND CAR 


SHORT AGE IN SIGHT 


Unless Production of Coal Is 


Increased Before Early 


Autumn. 


SPEEDY ACTION NEH)ED 


"There in very great danger that un- 


less something is done soon to in- 
:rease the production and traasporta- 
Jton of coal there -will be thrown upon 
tho railways after the strike is ended 
i burden greater than they can bear," 


• says the Railway Age. 
"Xhe public 


should be warned now of the condi- 
tions -which, apparently are going to 
develop orr thi- railroads unless the 
amount of coal ^iven to them to handle 
speedily is largely increased." 


This publication, gives some facts 


which indicate that a serious conges- 
tion of traffic and shortage of cars may 
come this fall and winter. Some per- 
sons and publications have expressed 
lie opinion that we are unduly alarm- 
ed. "Let us," says the Age, "consider 
the situation in the light of the latest 
available facts. In the year 1&20 the 
railways handled the largest traffic In 


' tbeir History. 
Excepting soal, they 


recently have been handling more 
traffic than they did In the correspond- 
ing part of the year 1920. 


"Traffic always increases Curing the 


late summer and early fall months. 


. This is especially true of coal traf- 


fic. The- average number of carloads 
o;T coal handled by the railways in the 
weeks from September 25 to December 
IS, 1920. was 217,200. This was 112,191 
more than the r.umber of cars of coal 
shipped In the week onde<l June 10, 
1S22. IE the rai'.ways in the' week end- 
ed June ID, 1922. had handled as much 
coal as the average amonnt handled 
"weekly in the fall and winter months' 
ot 1920, tfteir total car loadings would 
have beec 95S.M3. The largest traffic 
they ever handlM in any week was in 
that ending October 15, 1920, and was 
1,018,539 carloads. 
Of this, 226,671 


carloads were coal, leaving 791,863 
carloads of other traffic^ If this figure 
be compared with that for the amount 
,of traffic other than coal handled in 
the week: ended June 10, 192, it will be 
found that in this latter week the 
amount at traffic "other than coal 
handled was only five per cent-less 
than the amount other than1 coal 
handled in the week , ended October 
IS, 1920, the largest in history. 


"Does anybody doubt that traffic 


other than coal is going to increase 
between now and October? 
IB 1920, 


between the week ended June 11 and 
the week ended October 15, traffic oth- 
er than coal increased 52,396 carloads, 
'or over seven par cent. At that time 
the country was entering a period of 
violent business readjustment and de- 
gression, and the increase in traffic 
'between June and October was not 
.normally large. This year the country 
.apparently is in a period of increasing 
(business activity. This indicates that 
'the increase in traffic other than coal 
between now and fall will be more 
than normal, 


"The amount of coal produced and 


.transported dunng the first half of 
1921 was about 60.WO.OOO tons less 
than the average amount produced 
and trans-ported m the first half of the 


.- last 8ve years. 


"One of the roost ominous features 


of the situation :s that np to the date 
of the latest available report the 
amount of coal which had been carried 
by the railways to the, Lake Erie ports 
and thence by w.- ter to the head of the 
lakes to supply tfie needs of the north- 
•west was only about 3,000.000 tons. At 
this time last year the amount of coal 
that had been dumped at, the head of 
the lakes exceeded 8.000,000 tons. If 
tho northwest is to have sufficient fuel 
to carry it through the winter there 
must be dumped at the head of the 
lakes during the season of navigation 
from 25,000,000 to 30.000,000 tons ot 
coal; and already the dumpings at the 
head of the lakes are 5,000,000 tons he- 
tow normal. 


**Tho situation developing demands 


.speedy and constructive action. The 
;production of ci<al must soon be in- 
icreased. The slipments'of all other 
.freight which can be accelerated must 
be accelerated. 
Tne railways must 


'get ready as rapidly as practicable to 
ideal with a reacord-breaking business. 
(The snipping public must prepare to 
••Operate with the railways by load- 
fag cars heavier and loadinc and un- 
Joadins them as rapidly as practicable. 
,The railways ara in no way respon- 
sible for the coal strike or its probable 
disagreeable and costly aftermath, and 
^n this instance cooperation with them 
pf all who can help solve the problem 
•which will be presented should be sub- 
stituted Eor thfe usual outcry against 
ihem."

The 13th week opened with, produc- 


tion at a high rate. leadings on Mon- 
day, June 26, were 16,735 cars, the 
largest on any Monday since the strike 
began.

With complete disinteredmess the 


President refrained from giving ex- 
pression to any individual sentiment 
he may haie for either side to the 
controversy an1 very carefully meas- 
ured ais "w:>rd3 -with respect to the 
paramount rigi-ts of the public in the 
present emergency. But the impres- 
sion has been created that, largely 
because of the care wiih which 
he 


sought to lake 
absolutely 
neutral 


ground as between the iwo parties to 
the conference, he failed to speak as 
vigorously about certain aspects of 
the. situation as its seriousness de- 
mands. Further, it is the view of 
many persons who have become ap- 
prehensive over 
the 
consequences 


that may ensue, that ihe President 
overlooked an opportnnily to make 
an unequivocal demand that certain 
things be done', or conditions brought 
about, which he as chie.- executive of 
the government and the servant of 
the people has both the rigat and the 
duty to require. 


In declaring that "Lalx>r has the 
. fight, capital has the 
right, and, 


above all else, tile American public 
has tie right to be freud from these 
recurring anxieties, no matter what 
the causes aie," President Harding 
voiced the sentiment 
of the public 


which has eome to look with increas- 
ing disfavor upon the all too ready 
and all too frequent risort to force 
as a means of settling industrial dis- 
putes. 


But the President did 
not go far 


enough to embody in this statement 
a re-declaration of a basic principle 
-with respect to the rights, preroga- 
tives aud 
privileges 
of 
American 


freemen—a principle aoout which it 
has been our wont to lx>ast as having 
been- established hy thi founders of 
the nation and since held inviolate by 
those whose American;sm 
has not 


been tainted by any of the socialistic 
or bolshevistic isms imported 
from 


abroad. It is the principle recalled 
with illuminating clearness in 
the 


Senate a few days ago when Senator 
Myers of Montana, in r«ferring to the 
Herrin mine massacre, declared that 
there can be "no free America 
so 


long as American citizens cannot ex- 
ercise their constitutional right or 
working where, when, ior whom aud 
at whatever price they choose with- 
out seeking the consent of an invis- 
ible government, an organized mi- 
nority." The oocaskm was opportune 
for the President to reaffirm this truth 
for the benefit of both the employers 
and. employes whose acts and senti- 
ments belie the claim that they are 
loyal Americans.
